Losses From Frost Damage Which 
Can be Avoided. 


W EATHER BUREAU IS AN AID 


Washington, March 9.—The United 
States Weather Bureau will soon ad­ 
vise farmers how to protoet 
their 
orchards from frosts. ' 
This is a new item contained in the 
agricultural appropriation bill for the 
nextfiscal year. 
Fruit grow’ers suf­ 
fer enormous losses annually from 
frost damage which can be avoided 
through heating and other protective 
measures, if they have reliable frost 
predictions and infonnation as to 
minimum tern |>era truces which may be 
expected. The Weather Bureau is the 
only source from which such infor­ 
mation can he obtained. 
So the tn- 
terprising republicans on the agri­ 
cultural committees have gotten to* 
gether 
and put 
one over 
for the 
fanners. 
Another sum voted is for the in­ 
auguration of research wrork in con­ 
nection with brown rot and kindred 
diseases of peach trees, which cause 
large losses annually to peach grow­ 
ers. 
Still another is for the eradi­ 
cation of the white pine blister rust 
which 
attack currants and 
goose­ 
berries. 
Potato diseases, like, mo­ 
saic ana leaf roll, which affect the 
quality of seed potatoes grown for 
interstate • shipment and potato de­ 
cays which cause heavy losses in 
shipments arriving in large markets 
from southern and western sources 
will also be investigated.
